Grice, PRESIDEN? OF THE R. & 


R R —Our community was yes- 
terday morning greatly shocked by 
the announcement received over the 
wires of the death that morning, from 
wh apopletie fit, of Major George W. 


| Grice, at bis home in Porismouth, 
| Va., whither he had gone only the 


day before for the purpose of remov- 


| ing his family to this city, intending 


to make this his h me in the future. 
When he left here Thursday morn- 
ing he was toall appearanc>s in perfect 
health. and his sudden death was the 
more startling to the many friends he 
has made in both his persona! and 
oflicial capacity during his brief re- 


sidence in our midst. 

Attepthe resignation in Septembe 
jest of Dr. W. J. Hawkins as Presi- 
deut of the R. & G. and the R. & A. 
A. L. Railroads Major Criee was

the duties of his office on the first day 
of October, bringing with him the 
experience of years as an executive 
officer, having serv din various pub 

«capacities. His brief Presi- 
deney of these roads, his death fol- 
lowing so soon after bis eleetion, did 
not enable him to show ability to 
any great extent, but enough had 
been dope by him tv earn forhim the 
plaudits of the friends of the road and 
ef the Board which elected) him, 
and had death not so soon robbed

THE BEAUTIES OF THE MAGISTRA- 
CY OF THE East—OTHER ITEMS.— 
A valued correspondent, writing us 
fron Littleton, Halifax county, (a 
negro ridden section of the State,) 
furnishes us the following facts in 
relation to the beauties and absurdi- 


ties of the ignorant Magistracy of 
that locality, which is a fair sample 
of what is to be found in every Rady 
ical county in Eastern Carolina, 
Says our correspondent: 

“It is said that fact is stronger than 
fiction. If the proceedings iu a Meg- 
istrate’s Court held a few days agoin 
this Township could be fairly por- 
trayed, the picture would eclipse 
suine of Dickens’ most striking fancy 
| sketches. 

The parties to this litigation were 
summoned to appear at his worship’s 
office, which in this case proved to be 
the suuny side of a log cabin, his 
‘edony worship seated or a board. the 
cabin logs serving for the back of the 
bench, 

The commencement of the pro- 
ceedings he anneunced thus: OWalk 
round, gentmen, We is about to begin 
ces cases,’’ 

First case called. No oath admin- 
istered to either party, the defendant 
retaining his seat six or eight yards 
distant, with haton while testifying. 
No witnesses. After many contor- 
tions of body and limbs, the Justice 
decided for the plaintiff. 

Second case. Plaintiff makes his 
statement from his seat, hat on, no 
oath required. Defendant following 
is ordered by plaintiff to speak about 
the matter in controversy. Defen- 
dant proceeds. ‘‘Sam,’’ says plain- 
tiff, addressing defendant, “if sou 
di stop that kuock you down 
with a rock.”’ 

His worship uttered not a syllable, 
but looked as if he might be weich- 
jog thejprobabilities of the projectili’s 
diverging from its inteuded course. 
The defendent seemed vot much 

rturbed by the repeated threat, and 

rought forward a witness in his 
favor, whom having testified, the 
plaintiff pronounced with the defen- 
dent a pair of liars, aud announced 
that the case would be tried at his 
store that day two weeks. 

Case 3d. Plaintiff and defendant 
called on to testify, no oath required 
ofeither. Some witnesses examined 
and sworn. Evidence being taken, 
his worship appeared much agita- 
ted, rising several times from his 
svat, opening and shutting * Battle’s 
Revisal,’’ and finally eapressed him 
seifthus: I wants jury in dis case.” 
Being informed that such a course 
would be eniirely irregular, he then, 
addressibg the defendent, said: “I 
rekon I bab to give judgment agin 
you, and ais» bind you to de Superior 
Court in the sum of $100," 

The next matter was to get a bond 
written, and Wiis was a er. The 
justice acknowledged his inability to 
write one, the constable could render 
no assistance. After consulting 
other parties present with no avail, 
and a deiay of perhaps 1} hours, 
the jastice stumbled upon something 
in bis law book which suited his 
taney. Writing away and stopping 
in the middle of a sentence, the 
justice handed the production to de- 
fendent for signature. It was signed, 
but no security to bond was called 
for yet. 

Case 4th. Plaintiff and defendant 
called on to testify. No oath admin- 
istered to either. Verdict binding 
the defendant to the Superior ( ourt, 
but no bond required. 

Next the Justice asks security on 
bond in the former case. Security 
offers to sign. Justice offers to save 
him the trouble by siguing his name 
forhim. This proved quite satisfac- 
tory tothe security. Sorte friend re- 
minding the Justice that this was 
uot proper, he runs out to the secu- 
rity, who was in the act of leaving, 
hands him pen and ink and asks him 
to sign. 

This Court sat in the midst of a 
neighborhood remarkable for its in- 
telligence and decorum. 

More recently a negro, strongly 
euspected as a hog thief, was detected 
with a hog of another. He acknowl- 
edged the theft, but excused himself 
by saying he thought the bog be- 
ts hislandlord. Encouraging 
this, to the effort of raising meat at 
home, when the negro thinks his 
employer's hogs fair game. Sambo 
was apprehendec and put under 
guard of three others Some friends 
came up with indifferent air and 
managed to hand him a loaded pistol.

The United Irishmen Redivivi. 


The New York Times of Wednes- 
day gives the following partial sequel 
to the remarkable doings of the 
pseudo Father McNamara in the city 
of New York, in connection witb his 


singular organization for the libera- 
tion of Ireland, a lengthy account of 
which we a a few days since 
from the New York Herald. Our 
oeople here, who know the idiosyn- 
cracies of this mau McNamara will be 
surprised at vothing he may do, un- 
less it be something with reason in it. 
Says the 7imes: 

The United Irishmen Redivivi. 
have tried and condemned to death 
another recreant associate. When it 
was decreed that Mr. MacGeogh 
must die ‘‘a thraitor’s death,” it was 
understood that Mr. Walsh, a deter 
mined map-peddler, was appointed 

this decree. Unlike other 
Epepedilers, Mr. Walsh ap to 
De Susceptibie either to the impulse 
of humanity or to that of fear. At 

any rate, he has not yet done Mr. 

MacGeoghegan to death with vio- 

lence and maps. Remembering this 

fact, and noting that the United 

lrishmen Redivivi have now sen- 

tenced a Mr. Walsh to die, we are 
justified in deciding that the latter 

Waish is identical with the former, 

and that his crime consists in his 

failure to inflict the death-sentence 

upon MacGeoghegan. It is evident 

that if Walsh’s executioner refuses 

to kill Walsh, and is in his turn sen- 

tenced to death for disobedience, 

there will have to be still an- 

other executioner appointed, and 

the same _ process may be con- 

tinued until every United Irsh- 
men Redivivi is condemned to 

death for not having killed’ 
every other one. Of course when 

Father McNamara, the most revived 

and united of all the Irishmen, is 

compelled to appoint himself the 

residuary executiouer of his breth- 

ren, he may be'trusted todo his duty. 

There will be no hesitation or fear 

with him and his recreant followers 

will be so thoroughly ‘kilt’ that 

any future attempt to revive them 

willbe a failure. Unless indeed it 

may occurto him, when he finds 
himselfthe only United Irishman 

whohas not been condemned to 
death to issue a general decree of am- 
nesty and dissolution. He can thus 
honorably avoid the cumbrous duty 
ofa general massacre and can forma 
new society even more blood-curd- 
ling and delightful than the present 

one, 

Perhaps this is, after all, the real 
clue to the astonishing proceedings 
of the United Irishmen: Redivivi. 
May not their founder have intended 
to play at conspiracy and assassina- 
tion in a purely harmless way? Of 
course, the United [Irishmen expect- 
ed when they joined the society that 
they would be betrayed at least once 
a week. Nothing would be more 
thoroughly enjoyable than to try the 
weekly traitor and condemn him to 
death, with the full expectation that 
his appointed executioner would de- 
cline to do his duty. This would ne- 
cessitate another delightful treat, and 
so the merry work would go on, Jike 
that progressive problem concerning 
the nails in horses’ shoes which Mr. 
Weller so much admired. There ere 
said to be sixty members of the United 
Irishmen Redivivi, and these sixty 
would afford just fifty-nine trials and 
condemnations to death; it being, of 
course, evident that the last survivor 
would see no amusement in trying 
and sentencing himself. In this way 
a prolonged entertainment would be 
secured ata very trifling 2. and 
without the least danger. The more 
the matter is looked into, the more 

robable does it appear that the 
United Irishmen were revived ex- 
press!y for the pleasure of holding a 
series of successive courts-martial 
upov oneanother. Ifso, Father Me- 
Namara deserves to be regarded by 
his associates as a real philanthro- 
pist who has taken from conspiracy 
its danger, and renders assassination 
a bloodless and innocent game.
